The barns 
all designed bv Mr. Woodward— 
are built of steel, D’Hanis tile and 
concrete. The roofs are of concrete 
- (th at’s correct). To give you an 
idea of the size: the training barn 
(where the horses that are to race on 
Ira *ks in distant states are trained ) 
is .IGO feet long, with a double row 
of stalls.
